Judge Uinok's Aceount ol the Gabinet
fenue of LROO <An "ntermting Unnplop
ul War 1imens,

We rubjoln the following farther exliact
from the aceount of Mr. Burr of hus joter
view with Judge Black a week before his
death, The story is told by the Judge
for the tirst time :

“The most paiatul incident of my long
association with Mre, Boaohauan took place
the duay after he bad read bis answer to
the South Caroling oommissioners in cabi
net weeting, on tho 20th of Decomber,
1860, 1 recall with groat distineiness the
soene 1o the cabinet wihen that papir wis
road, It fell upon me like the kick of a
mule, The Houthern members were al
mout as much disturbad, None of us said
o great deal about it, booauss all of us
knew by exparienons that wheo My Duock
anan made up bis mind he was immovable
No muan ever titled the presidential office
who koew better how to enforeo the re
spect doe to his position, and | know of no
one more teuacious of his opinion when
his judgment was fixed Ho was abso
lute master in his own house, There
fore, when that cabioet meoting ad-
Journed, 1 did not believe 1t possible
that our official relations could ecoutinue
I spent the most misernble and restive
night of my life, My mind was in wild
tamult, and [ arose the next morning de
termined to resign before night I called
on Btauton, Holt sud  Toueey and  ex.
pressed to them my exoesdiog disappoint
ment  wt the president’s letter and
antounodd to them that T shonld that day
leave the cabinet. Sranton said he also
should go, and Holt would have gous,
although be did not say so.  What Toueey
would havedone 1 do not know., When
ho entored the cabinest, and through his
entire serviee, he seomed determined to
have no opioion cross wise from the presi-
dent's, He might have stayed,  As soon
as | parted with Touvey ho went to the
White House and informed the president
of my intentions, aud of what had taken
aco botween Stantou, Holt aud myself,
Mr. Buchanan at onoe requested my pros
ence; but [ hesitated to go, for | koew the
temper and streogth ol the appoesl he
would make to me, I felt that he would
place his demand thut | romain by his side
upon such grounds of persouul friendship
that it would make it almost impossible
for me to leave bim without laying myself
open to the charge of having desorted a
fricod who bad greatlyhonored and trasted
me, at & time when be was under the
shadow of the grewtest tronble of  his life,
e sent a sccond time, and 1 went., 1
found him greatly disturbod, aud his thist

SOl am overwhiehnod to kuow,” sald he,

federal obligations in that way., More
over, the presideny has always vory dis
tinotly declared that even if a state could
secedo and go out of the union at pleasare
whethor by rovolation or in the exern
of a constitutional right, he ecould not reo.
ognize her independence without being
guilty of usurpation. I think, therefore,
that every word and senteuce whioh imp!

that South Caroliog is in an attitude whie

enables the president to  treat' or nego.
tinte with her vr to receive Lher commis-
sioners i the charaoters of diplomatio
ministers or agents ought to  bo stricken
ont and an explicit declaration substituted
whioh would reassert the principles of the
mussage, [t is surely not enough that the
words of the mossage be travsoribod if the
dootrine theres anuoupnced be  pratically
abandoned by carrying on a negotiation,

W Seeond. 1 would strike out all ex
prossions of rogret that the commissioners
aro uowilling to proceed with the negotia-
tions, since it is very clour that thero can
be no negotintions with them, whether
they are willing or not.

“ Third, Above all things it is objec
tionable to intimate a willinguess to nego-
tinte with the state of South Carolina
about the possession of n military post
whicli belongs to the Upited States, or to
propose any adjustment of the subject or
any arravgement about it. The forx in
Charleston harbor belong to this govern
ment—are its own and cannot be given up,
It is true, they might be surrendered ton
superior foree, whother that foree be in
the serviee of o seceding stato or a foreign
nation, DBut Fort Sumtsr is impregnable
nod cannot be taken if defended as it
should be, It isa thing of the last im-
portapce that it should be maintaioed if
all the power in this nation cando it ; for
the command of the harbor and the presi
dont's ability to execute the revenue laws
may depend on it,

© Mourth, The words ‘oovcing s rlme
by forece of arms to remain in the con-
federacy, a power which I do not believe
the constitution hascoulerred on Congross,’
ought certainly not to be retained. They
are too vague, and might bave the effeet,
(which 1 am sure the president does not
intend) to mislead the commissioners con-
cerning his sentiments, The power to de-
fend the pablic property, to resist an ns-
sailing foree which unlawfully attempts to
drive out the troops of the United States
from one of the fortifieations, and to use
military and naval forees for tho puarpose
of aiding the proper officers of the United
States in the execution of the laws, this,
a8 far as it goes, is coercion, and may very
woll be called * courcing a state by n furce
of arms to remain in the Union.” The
president has always assertod his right of
coercion to that extent. Hemerely denies
the right of Congreas to mako offensive
war upon a state of the Upion, as such
might be made upon a foreign goverument,

sionors make of a compact with South
Caroling, by which he was bonnd not to
tako whatever moasures he saw fit for the
defenso of the forts, ought to be stricken
vut, and aflat denial of any such bargain,
pledge or agreement inserted.
